friends wore present. After tho services 
tho church \vaa cleared, and for twenty 
minutes tho stricken \vifo was lolt alono 
with her dead. When sho cmevfrcil Colonel 
Sheridan oscorlecl her to n carriage tmrt 
sho was clrivim hoinc. 


The church waa cleared of all persons in 


tho evening, including tho guards of hon- 
or, and tho caskot was opunod in tho pvcs- 
onco of Dr. O'Reilly, Co'.onel Blunt and 
1'nleln, tho Gcnoral'a boi$--»ervant, to al- 
low John Sheridan, tho General's brother, 
from Ohio, to view tho romaina. The Gon- 
cral's face is saifl to havo a very natural 
uppoarance.
